PTK spreads awareness for suicide

College takes a toll on 
many students, especially 
when the experience 
is new and unfamiliar. 
Unfortunately, this can 
lead to excessive stress, 
depression and even 
suicide. 

Among college students, 
suicide is the second most 
frequent cause of death, 
with one in 12 students 
making a suicide plan 
and about two out of 100 
attempting it, according 
to the American College 
Health Association. 

Jones County Junior 
College’s Phi Theta 
Kappa recognized 

the importance and 
increasing statistics 
of suicide and raised 
awareness for the issue 
on Nov. 16. 

“It is a proponent of 
our Honors in Action 
project this year,” said 
Mark Brown, a PTK 
advisor. “I think people 
would be shocked about 
the number of people 
affected by suicide. I 
would bet money on that.” 

Set up on the mound 
outside of Jones Hall, 
the booth displayed a 
board, which explained 
information about 

suicide. The board read 


“PTK Suicide Awareness,” 
the suicide hotline and 
personal notes that 
students were able to 
write to suicide victims, 
such as “You are loved” 
and “You are not alone.” 
On the table were 
pamphlets, suicide risk 
questionnaires, flyers 
about depression in 
student athletes, sticky 
notes and pens to write 


personal notes and 
Starburst candies. 

“We want people to 
know how widespread it 
[suicide] is,” said Brown. 

PTK meant for this 
project to have an impact 
on JCJC students and 
spread the word about 
how significant the issue 
is. 

“We wanted it to be 
really personal and 


meaningful,” said Caitlyn 
Malone, a PTK officer. 

With the holiday 
season coming up, PTK 
strategically planned 
for this specific issue to 
be addressed the week 
before Thanksgiving 
break. 

“It’s something that 
most people have been 
affected by,” said Malone.

First African- 
American MS 
judge speaks to 
honor students

Judge Reuben Anderson 
grew up during the civil 
rights movement, when 
blacks and whites were 
publicly segregated, 
and discrimination ran 
rampant. Most white 
people viewed themselves 
superior to their black 
peers. African-Americans 
were treated as servants, 
and until the mid-1950’s, 
there was not much done 
to break down the wall 
dividing the races. 

Anderson was born and 
raised in Jackson where he 
first attended Holy Ghost 
Catholic School, which 
employed white nuns, and 
where he later graduated 
from Jim Hill High School. 
His best friend’s father 
was a civil rights lawyer, 
and he aspired to be just 
like him. Advised by his 
best friend’s father, he 
went to Tougaloo College 
and went on to Ole Miss 
graduate school to become 
a lawyer. Although he 
was initially rejected into 
Ole Miss’s law school, he 
eventually became its first 
black graduate. 

Anderson, the first 


African-American 
Mississippi Supreme 
Court judge, spoke to the 
students and instructors 
of the Charles Pickering 
Honors Institute Nov. 14. 

Judge Charles Pickering 
introduced Anderson, 
recognizing him as 
a necessary piece of 
Mississippi’s history 
in dealing with racial 
discrimination and justice. 

Andersonworkedhisway 
up through Mississippi’s 
judicial system, from the 
lowest judge title to the 
highest. When he was 
a baby, his grandmother 
called him “High Judge,” 
and he contributes this 
to his accomplishments 
and considers it a 
foreshadowing of his 
career. 

He addressed the 
importance of staying in 
Mississippi after college 
and the way race relations 
has shaped our state. 

“We need all the talent 
in Mississippi that we can 
muster and keep,” said 
Anderson. 

He also announced that 
the two museums he co- 
commissioned with Judge 
Picke ring, a civil ri ghts

Women have 
limited rights 

With Human Rights Month being December, this is 
a time to reflect on how far our world and nation have 
come in the treatment of people. Aside from the majority 
of America’s allies, discrimination regarding gender 
is still very alive and is a major problem around the 
world today. Women, who make up half of the world’s 
population, are faced with many struggles and are given 
little options to prevent this discrimination. 

U.N. special representative on sexual violence Lynn 
Lawry has dubbed the Congo as “the rape capital of the 
world.” Rape as warfare is an all too real occurrence. 
Lynn’s study found that over 40% of women admitted to 
have being sexually abused or assaulted. 

Notorious discrimination towards women spawns 
from the Middle East. In the eyes of the law, many 
interpret the Quran to say women are men’s property. 
In some places, women are forbidden to drive, receive 
an education, get medical attention or travel without a 
male companion. 

While those countries have extreme examples of 
negative treatment of women, there are many other 
countries that have done well regarding equal rights, in 
some instances surpassing the United States. According 
to CNN, there are only 32 constitutions that do not 
include gender equality, and the U.S. is one. The 14th 
amendment does not allow for discrimination based on 
gender, but it does not prohibit it. 

In 2015 there was even a movement to ratify the Equal 
Rights Amendment and replace it with one that would 
include gender. 

The WORLD Policy Analysis Center reports that 188 
countries offer paid leave for expectant mothers and 
their newborns. Once again, the U.S. is not included. 

While our nation has made great strides in equality 
for women, we still have a little further to go for half the 
people of our country.

International Mission 
Group, our goal is to 
establish relationships with 
the Peruvians, talk about 
what they believe in, and 
help them to understand 
what it means to be a 
follower of Christ,” said 
Spell. 

The religious views held 
by many people in Peru are 
much different than the 
Christianity that Spell and 
his team bring to the area. 
Most of the Peruvians are 


Catholic, but it’s different 
than the Catholic practices 
here. 

“In Peru, they hold widely 
animistic views, meaning 
they incorporate things 
like the mountains and the 
sun into their religion,” said 
Spell. 

In America’s Christian 
culture, a main focus is 
sin, and Christ is used to 
overcome that, but for the 
Peruvian culture, a main 
focus is fear. In the area 
of Peru that Spell visits, 
there is belief in witchcraft, 
so problems with crops 
or sicknesses are blamed 
on witches. Because of 
these differences, Paul 
and his team have to 
think differently when 
explaining Christianity to 
the Peruvians. 

“We have to change the 
way we explain what it 
means to follow Christ and 
how Christ can change 
their life,” explained Spell. 
“Instead of saying they 


are sinners and Christ is 
the answer for their sin, 
which He is, we have to 
approach it from their fear 


of sickness, providing for 
their family, and evil spirits, 
to show them who Christ is 
and how He can help them.” 


With the help of two or 
three translators, Spell 
and his team teach the 
Peruvians stories from 


scriptures in a way that 
they can understand, so

When a team of 
missionaries from Jones

as Spanish Wells. Hours, 
days, weeks and months 
had been spent planning 
and getting ready for this 
particular mission trip 
spiritually, financially, 
logistically and physically.

Major League Baseball, 
by many accounts, is 
a bad boy’s sport.

weigh the positive 
effects. 

The Dakota Access 
Pipeline plans to run 
adjacent to the Sioux 
Reservation located at 
Standing Rock. If built, 
the pipeline would run 
through numerous areas 
of sacred land belonging 
to the Sioux Native 
American Tribes, which 
would desecrate the 
sites that are essential 
to the history of the 
tribes that live there. The 
Dakota Access Pipeline 
may also pollute the 
sources of drinking water 
for the reservations 
that are located in the 


vicinity. This issue has 
caused over 300 tribes 
and 1,000 protesters to 
gather together to put 
a stop to the pipeline’s 
construction. 

The Dakota Access 
Pipeline is also planned 
to run underneath the 
Missouri River, which 
poses yet another threat 
of pollution. If the pipeline 
were to burst near the 
river, it would cause 
devastating damage to 
the environment, which 
would take decades along 
with millions of dollars 
to clean up properly. 
Pipeline breakages are 
not uncommon, and 
with the Dakota Access 
Pipeline being on such 
a large scale, it could be 
only a matter of time 


before the Missouri River 
would be polluted. The 
resulting pollution would 
ruin the largest source 
of drinking water in that 
area and would cost a 
large sum of money to be 
spent on making the river 
drinkable once again. 

The Dakota Access 
Pipeline should not be 
allowed to be finished. 
The pipeline would only 
cause problems with the 
Sioux Tribes involving 
the sacred land that 
it would run through 
along with the numerous 
possibilities of pollution 
that it poses toward 
the drinking water in 
the area. To build the 
pipeline at this point 
would be a mistake on 
the government’s part. 


As people continuously 
gather at Standing Rock to 
oppose the construction 
of the Dakota Access 
Pipeline, the tension 
between the two sides is 
ever increasing. It is only 
a matter of time before 
the pipeline comes 
under inspection from 
the government.

Human trafficking is 
something most people 
would believe to be 
committed only in other 
countries. Despite where 
people are, however, there 
is trafficking going on 
around them. 

Every state in the 
United States has some 
form of human trafficking 
happening there, whether 
it be for work or for sexual 
services. In fact, according 
to the National Human 
Trafficking Resource 
Center, there have been 
around 5,748 cases and 
20,424 calls this year alone. 

“Human trafficking is a 
form of modern slavery 
that occurs in every state, 
including Mississippi,” 
said the National Human 
Trafficking Resource 
Center. “The NHTRC 
works closely with service 


providers, law enforcement 
and other professionals 
in Mississippi to serve 
victims and survivors of 
trafficking, respond to 
human trafficking cases 
and share information and 
resources.” 

Since 2007, there have 


been 609 calls reporting 
human trafficking and 
192 total cases of such in 
Mississippi alone. There 
is also an estimate of 265 
extreme cases and 544 
moderate cases recorded. 
According to Mississippi 
Attorney General Jim 


Hood, human trafficking is 
most easily categorized as 
either labor trafficking or 
sex trafficking. 

“Human trafficking is 
broadly defined as the 
recruitment, harboring, 
transportation, provision 
or obtaining of a person 
through the use of force, 
fraud or coercion, for the 
purposes of subjection to 
involuntary servitude or 
forced labor or services,” 
said Hood. 

Nationally, there have 
been 138,412 instances 
reported since 2007. Of 
these, there have been 
33,201 moderate cases 
and 31,001 extreme cases. 
The International Labor 
Organization estimates 
that there are 4.5 million 
people trapped in forced 
sexual exploitation at any 
given moment.

She was targeted 
after she took up for a 
younger lady she knew, and 
she tried many things to 
make the bullying stop. For 
safety purposes she asked 
to remain anonymous. 

You were a victim of 
bullying? 


“Yes, I teas a victim for 
two years." 

Were you being bullied 
by the same person for two 
consecutive years? 

“No, the person who 
bullied me had others join in 
with her.” 

What type of abuse did 
you suffer from? 

“Well I was being talked 
about on a daily basis, but I 
only was in a physical abuse 
situation twice.” 


Why do you think you 
became a target? 

“It all started when I took 
up for my younger cousin. 
She has a mental disorder, 
and one of my bullies 
decided it was ok to pick on 
her. I decided to tell on her, 
and she found out I did.

Bullying infringes 
on rights of others

In today’s America, 
there are many things that 
are problematic for high 
school and college age 
students that they face 
every day. With alcohol 
consumption, tobacco 
use and many other facets 
that could cloud day-to- 
day thought, there could 
be something else that 
is as burdensome if not 
more so. That topic is 
bullying. 

While there are many 
preconceived notions 
surrounding bullying, 
there is now a concrete 
definition presented by 
the Center for Disease 
Control and Department 
of Education. The main 
elements used to describe 
bullying include unwanted 
aggressive behavior, 
observed or perceived 
power imbalance and 
repetition of behaviors 
or high likelihood of 
repetition. 

This new definition 
recognizes two modes of 
bullying which can entail 
four different forms. The 
two modes of bullying are 
direct and indirect. Direct 
bullying occurs in person 
and is targeted at an 
individual involved with 
the situation. Indirect 
bullying is communication 
that is not a face-to-face 
encounter. 

Forms of bullying 
include taunting, name¬ 
calling, inappropriate 
sexual comments, threats, 
leaving someone out 
on purpose, spreading 
rumors, embarrassing 
someone in public, telling 
others not to be friends 
with someone and being 
physically abusive. 

Accordingto pacer.org, 
bullying can be brought 
on by looks, body shape, 


race or sexual orientation. 
Therefore, bullying has no 
set location, medium or 
reason. 

This leads to statistics 
that can be quite shocking. 
One out of every four 
students, or roughly 22 
percent, have reported 
being bullied during 
the school year, and the 
bullying only stopped 
once a peer was around to 
intervene. Furthermore, 
students who have 
experienced bullying are 
at a higher risk of sleeping 
difficulties, anxiety and 
depression. 

Bullying can happen 
anywhere from in person, 
online or over the phone. 
This makes identifying a 
solution very difficult at 
times. This leads to many 
victims feeling as though 
they cannot find a proper 
way to escape their 
situation. 

However, some 

instances have arisen in 
the 21st century regarding 
bullying that can make an 
observer feel as if the topic 
has gone astray from its 
original meaning. People 
have confused bullying 
with thoughtless behavior. 
While those behaviors are 
not accepted in today’s 
society, it does not fully 
merit one a bully. 

“By calling everything 
bullying, we’re actually 
failing to recognize 
the seriousness of the 
problem,” said Elizabeth 
Englander, a professor of 
psychology at Bridgewater 
State University. 

False labeling, whether 
victim or bully, can lead 
to issues for an individual 
in a school setting. There 
are many online sources 
that can be found for help 
concerning bullying.

lawyers and teachers, 
which were occupations 
that were once thought 
of as men’s jobs. They 
now have the right to 
make choices regarding 
pregnancy, allowing them 
to take contraceptives and 
have abortions. 

Although the rights of 
women have significantly 
progressed, there are still 
setbacks. Women can work 
at any job and be anything 
they want to be, but they 
will not always receive the 
same pay as men who have 
the same title. According to 
the National Committee on 
Pay Equity, women earn 78 
cents to every dollar a man 
earns. Not only is there 
unequal pay, but there is 
a stigma that still exists 
about women working 
certain jobs because they 
are “men’s jobs” or that 
women are seen as home¬ 
makers. 

Another group is the 
LGBT community. In 2015, 
the Supreme Court ruled 
gay marriage legal. Today,

not be dependent on the 
missionaries visiting to 
learn about Christianity. 
They are able to pass on 
the stories themselves in 
their own language. 

Being in Peru is like 
being in a different world. 
Although they have 
internet in the mountains, 
there is less technology. 
The people work in the 
fields; they don’t have 
industrial jobs. The area 
that Spell’s group visits is 
miles from grocery stores, 
so the local Peruvians eat 
mostly what they grow. 

“It reminds me of how 
it used to be here when

gathered to test the truth 
in these claims. Students 
Katelyn Stone, Jerrica 
Miller and Leia Swilley 
were gathered to give their 
honest testimony.

is continuing to make 
advancements in the world 
and in the United States. 
Only 23 countries in the 
world have declared gay 
marriage legal, with most 
in the western hemisphere, 
according to Donald 
Armbrecht, a freelance 
writer. 

However, people within 
the LGBT community are 
seen a certain way and 
are discriminated against 
because of who they are. 
According to NoBullying. 
com, 82 percent of LGBT 
youth are bullied because 
of their sexual orientation, 
and 31 percent of those 
who reported the attacks 
said the school did nothing 
about it. 

From being taken from 
their country to finally 
gaining their rights, African- 
Americans’ ancestors went 
through more than many 
people can fathom. Today’s 
African Americans have 
all the rights that being an 
American citizen entails, 
but they can also face 
stigmas within society. 

According to a survey 
by Pew Research Center, 
61 percent of African- 
Americans believe that 


things were simple,” said 
Spell. 

Most teens have phones, 
but they mainly hang 
out and tell stories. After 
school, many kids get 
together and play soccer. 
Everyone is very social. 

In Peru, Spell and his 
team were able to tour and 
volunteer with a school 
developed by German and 
Swiss missionaries called 
“Johannes Gutenburg.” 
The school is involved 
in numerous outreach 
programs that the 
missionaries were able 
to experience. Spell was 
part of a program that 
feeds children ages two 
to 12. In the mornings, 
the volunteers traveled 
up the mountain to feed 
the children oatmeal 


“I even get frustrated 
if someone doesn’t know 
the shirt color,” said Stone. 
“How do you not know?” 

The curious minds of 
the Sagittarius were so 
evident that two of those 
interviewed even asked 
who the other volunteers 
were. The high level 
of energy that these 
Sagittarius had created a 
great sense of optimism. 
Two out of the three said 
they identified with the 
glass being half empty 
because they thought it 
was more realistic. In some 
situations, the interviewees 
liked to think that they still 
managed to be optimistic. 
“I just normally see the 
good in everything,” said 
Swilley. 

With this in mind, the 
realistic side of Sagittarius 
also corresponds with 
honesty. Anyone can be 
honest, but for Sagittarius, 
it is a popular belief that 
those who share this sign 
tend to be a bit blunt with 
it. 


race relations are generally 
bad, while 45 percent of 
white people believe they 
are. 

Another perception is 
that African-Americans 
are treated less fairly in 
numerous situations solely 
because of their race. 
More than half of African- 
Americans believe they are 
treated unfairly in police 
encounters (84 percent), in 
courts (75 percent), in loan 
and mortgage applications 
(66 percent) and in the 
workplace (64 percent), 
according to another survey 
by Pew Research Center. 
In contrast, a significant 
number of white people 
in the same survey did not 
believe African-Americans 
were treated unfairly, with 
50 percent believing there 
was mistreatment in police 
encounters, 43 percent in 
courts, 25 percent in loan 
and mortgage applications 
and 22 percent in the 
workplace. 

Since the white man 
sailed to the Americas, 
Native Americans have 
been forced to assimilate 
into a new culture, forced 
to relocate and forced to 
surrender most of their 


for breakfast, which is 
sometimes their only meal 
for the day. Because there 
are not enough resources 
to feed children over the 
age of 12, many of them go 
hungry. 

Spell has no current 
plans to stop his missions 
to Peru. During his next 
visit, this coming May, 
Spell plans to work mostly 
with teens. 

“We will go every year 
until God changes our 
plan,” said Spell. 

He works with missions 
in the United States as 
well, but he has a heart 
for Peru as well as the rest 
of the world because “my 
faith in Christ compels 
me to share with all 
people that there is hope 
beyond themselves. There 


“In the past, I would say 
too much, and it would 
hurt my friends’ feelings,” 
said Stone. “So now I try to 
contain.” 

As ironic and evident as 
Stone’s quote was, it hints 
Sagittarius’ great sense of 
right and wrong. Sagittarius 
may be hasty and bubbly, 
but their subconscious 
actions comply with what 
is right, making this trait 
strong in any who share 
this sign.

Every group and every 
person deserves basic 
rights and respect because 
when it comes down to it, 
we are all the same-we are 
all human. 


are people around the 
world that risk their lives 
everyday to name the 
name of Jesus as their 
savior, a lot having their 
life taken because of their 
faith. I know God has 
blessed me to live in a 
place and have resources 
that others around the 
world would dream of 
having. I don’t know why 
I was blessed to be born 
here in the U.S. and them 
somewhere else, but I do 
know that I am responsible 
for what Jesus has given 
me and I believe that He 
never intended for me to 
keep it all for myself.

Switch is taken on the 
go. Though this sounds 
unorthodox, Nintendo 
plans to release a 
traditional controller 
that can be used with the 
Switch.

conception about human 
trafficking is that it only 
happens to women, 
but that is not the 
circumstance. 

Victims of sex 
trafficking can be U.S. 
citizens, foreign nationals, 
women, men, children 
and LGBTQ individuals, 
according to the Polaris 
Project. There have been 
3,698 adult individuals’ 
cases reported and 1,828 


minor individuals’ cases. 
Of those, 4,803 happened 
to women, 741 to men and 
58 to gender minorities. 

The Polaris Project, 
a government funded 
hotline, is a resource for 
anyone to get involved 
to help stop human 
trafficking. 

“With one simple 
phone call, you can find 
organizations to plug into 
locally that are already 
fighting human trafficking 
in your communities;
